The Inquiry shows that there la 
a very general lack of attention to 
tha proper cleaning of seed.

Western Canada Can Produce 

In reporting some of the big yields 
rscordea from ulncrent parts of thu 
country, we do not wiah to Imply that 
all crops are giving such great re¬ 
turns. It must oe apparent, nowevar, 
that If one fanner in a locality can 
get 60 bushels an acre of wheat, other 
larmers with lue aam«. soil, cdinale 
and conditions, should be ab>e to'get 
piuch tse same yields If they are 
equally good agriculturists. In f 4 ie 
tong run it come* down pretty uiurli 
to Uid man s own ability. Provided the 
soil, climate and water conditions are 
tight, the rest depends on the farmer 
himself Proof that the soil, climate 
and water conditions arc right la or 
fered by the evideoce of wnat some 
farmers are actually dolug as reported 
from day to day In the diHly press and 
from .ether ppurces. We quote a few 
instances: “ 

Humboldt, Saskatchewan.—Thresh¬ 
ing la revealing good yields through 
out Humboldt district. A field of 100 
acres Marquis wheat yielded 4.000 
bushels and graded No. 1 Northern. 

Picture Butte. Alberts.—Ylelda re¬ 
vealed by threshing operations mors 
than Justify early predictions. A large 
field of spring wheat has been thresh¬ 
ed here which averaged 69 bushels 
par aera; another 69 bushels, and an 
other 66 bushels. 

Empress, Alberta.—A thresher here 
reports threshing wheat in thla dis¬ 
trict which yielded 61 buahels per 
acre- 

(•ethbrldge, Alberta.—A one-aero 
test plot of Marquis wheat yielded 99 
bushels, and a 34 acre field averaged 
60 ^ bushels There are on thla farm 
MO acres of Marquis wheat which It 
la expected will average over 60 bush- 
elj per acre. 

Fort Saskatchewan. Alberta.—En¬ 
silage corn ten feet high la Fort Sas¬ 
katchewan's claim to ba Included In 
the corn belt. This corn waa planted 
June 8 th, and cut September 8 th. Fort 
Saskatchewan la 32& miles north of 
the International Boundary. 

Medicine Hat. Alberta —A head of 
celery grown In a garden here weighs

Should- Hava Autumn Cultivation 
Custom or habit atone explains the 
fact that the home gardener almost 
universally leaves his gaiden plot in a 
neglected condition until spr.ng. No 
attempt is wado to prepare for the 
next season § planting. 

If the farnier Waft to follow this 
system, the result* would be disas¬ 
trous. In the spring he would find 
himself with wet and heavy land. 
WORM be unable to work It and the 
delay would mean late crops. If any at 
all. 

The garden should be dug In.aut 
umn, leaving thd earth looau*. If new 
soil la being used, the aod should be 
turned under a depth of four Inrhes 
to ensure rotting. Vines, dead 
or weeds should be burned, and the 
ashes, together with a quantity of 
good stable manure. If available, 
should be dug well In

Suggestions For Reducing Firs Lola

‘dual Are department. It is in the aut¬ 
umn and winter when the stoves, tha 
open fireplaces and the kerosene 
lamps come Into use that the firs dan¬ 
ger Is greatest Kteiual vigilance la 
th? price of safety 

Many country and village home* 
have a “store room' into which, dur¬ 
ing the cold months, rubbish and de¬ 
bris are thrown Indiscriminately. 
Newspapers, rags, old clothes, etc. 
constituting the moat Inflammable col¬ 
lection. are thrown Irto this room, us- 
uallv *ho worst -from tha fire pro¬ 
tection standpoint—In the house. Most 
villager* uso the kerosene lamp -r 
possibly a tallow candle while search¬ 
ing In tha cellar or store room. Tho 
lamp or candle la put down, a rat run* 
out and. In the excitement, especially 
if a woman la present, the light la 
frequently knocked over and a blnro 
Is almost certain to result Water la 
hard to get, pumps freeze up and tho 
farmer or villager la powerless when 
the fire develops. 

During tbe summer. English spite 
rows cirry neat making material Irto 
cracks and crannies, building neat* 
close to chimneys and flues. Chimney 
swallows, nesting In the stacks, knock 
the mortar from the bricka and make- 
holes through which sparka find their 
way to-the sparrow * nest. A myster¬ 
ious Are results, generally on the cold¬ 
est night of the vcml 

All flues and cMineys should be> 
examined before the fires are lighted: 
In autumn. Water should be drmwrti 
at night and placed In palls whi>re It 
will not freexe. Roofs should be ex¬ 
amined and cleared of curllnqr 
shingles and other apark catchers. 
The store room should be the most 
carefully kept room in the house. 
Rats, mice and squirrels should b> 
cleared out. lanterns should be kept 
filled, cleaned and with wicks of prop¬ 
er length. A dirty, short-wicked lan¬ 
tern, fult of oil. Is a bad Are hazard. 

All dead herbage should be re¬ 
moved from the house and outbuild¬ 
ings. Sparks travel far on a winter 
gale and. alighting on dry herbage, 
are dangerous. Bonfires are a bane. 
Mqpt persons who have large yards 
could well afford to build a small 
furnace of brick, covering the stack 
with wire netting, and thus burn tho 
refuse without danger Bmoklngr 
about harns should be prohlhUed and 
lanterns placed where rtock cannot 
kick them over. At all times, lantern* 
should he kept In a safe place A 
small electric torch la a good Invest¬ 
ment where hay and fodder must bo 
reached In the darkness Matches 
should be kept In a tin box tightly 
covered and placed out of the reach 
of small children. No member of tho 
family should search In cunbmrda or 
drawera with a match for a light Thlw 
b an Imperative rule which la fre¬ 
quently violated. 

Where wood la the heating fn*l, 
there should he a wire front over tho 
fireplace to stop the sparks Where 
coal la used, a wide fender will often 
atop a threatened blase Coal, ‘snap¬ 
ping" out Into th: room reuses rnsny 
fires. The place for ashes la g metal 
can and the place for the ran I* 
where Its aides will not come Intocon- 
»art with wood. Because they do nut 
show sparks, la no reason for believ¬ 
ing that wood or coal ashes are not 
dangerous. Remember thnt ashes, es¬ 
pecially the finer kinds, hold beat for 
a long time- 

Thp foregoing cautions mny seen* 
simple but are frequently forgotten, 
ft la the unusual thnt often happens. 
Teachers In village and country 
schools should educate the ehlMren 
to think of the dancers. . One sharn- 
eyed boy is as good as a fire depart¬ 
ment.

Telephone Wireless Would be In 
Operetien Now 

’’There is not a shadow of doubt 
that wifeltfsa telephony acioee the 
Atlantic ocean is assured iu me fut¬

Two yesra ago 1 said that within 
a faw year* arrangements would be 
perfected so that telephonic wireless 
across the Atlantic would he eetab 
lisbed- Had it not been for the war. 
which made It necessary to stop our , 
experiments, we would probably have 
had a transatlantic telephone wireless 
service by now. l»n<lon might bo 
talking over the telephone every day 
with New York. 

‘ After the war s service will be 
Installed as rapidly a# we ere able to 
do It When thst Is accomplished 
London and New Yorl. ’will he within 
a half hour’s conversational distance. 
It will undoubtedly be possible. OSIN 
the system is going, to gel into tele¬ 
phone communication with New York 
a* easily as from New York to Chi 
cago. 

“Atmospheric disturbances roust, of 
course, be* taken Into consideration 
At times they will delay the work of 
making connection* and otherwise 
cause trouble. In the event of ter 
rifle storms at sea the wireless would 
worker slower But constant experi¬ 
ments ought to do a great deal to re 
move such difficulties. 

"Whether wireless telephony across 
the Atlantic will for years to come 
be anything more than an expensive 
luxury Is another matter. Millionaires i 
could talk without feeling the pinch, 1 
and urgent business conversations , 
might be conducted that way, but 1 1 
am afraid the general public would 
And the cost too high Still, as time 
goes on, the expense will be reduced, 
so that the wireless telephone will be 
an actually practicable means of com 
munlratlon for those having urgent 1 
need of It 

"The time will oorae after the war 
when a man may take up a receiver 
in hie London home or office, aak cen 
tral to connect him with New York, 
and do his talking without any more 
effort than if he were in converaa- 
er a wire with Paris. Wireless 
telephone messages would be com 
munlcsted through s wireless station 
In London, transmitted direct to some 
coast station, received at a station on 
the Atlantic coast, snd put through 
to the Individual at the other end of 
the telephone with no break. 

"An ordinary receiver such as Is 
new used could bo employed at each 
end. The voice would be a* clear 
and distinct as If those talking were 
not separated by the ocean.”

open this fall a farmers' cooperative 
fattening station in the poultry de¬ 
partment of the Manitoba agricultural 
college. This station la to be oper¬ 
ated on a strictly cooperative basis, 
ensuring to thd farmers the best 
prices for their poultry. The demand 
in Winnipeg for properly dressed 
poultry of high quality is much be¬ 
yond the supply, and It is hoped to 
obtain the advantages of the extra 
prices paid Not only will the fatten¬ 
ing station provide best prices for the 
farmers, but It will ensure a piuch 
better finished product for the con¬ 
sumer. 

The chickens are to be shipped in 
from the Linnets, fattened in the 
poultry plant, and then marketed. 
Only the actual cost of fattening and 
marketing the poultry will be charg¬ 
ed against the farmers and deducted 
from the price received, drossed. 

Only spring chickons of the heav¬ 
ier breeds win be taken. Before ship¬ 
ping. the fanner must communicate 
wtlh the poultry department of the 
college, stating the number he wishes 
to huve fattened, also the breed. The 
importance of this rule is due to the 
ract that only a limited number can 
be handled at one time; by complying 
with It the supply can be regulated 
•so that there will b* no overcrowding 
The farmer will be uotlfied when to 
ship as soon as the poultry depart 
moot has received particulars from 
him. 

Farmers must furnish their own 
coop*, the express on which will be 
1 deducted from the amount their chick¬ 
ens bring on the market. All coppa 
must be properly addressed to the* 
poultry department, Manitoba agricul¬ 
tural college, Winnipeg. 

It will lake from 14 to 18 days to 
fatten the chickens They will then 
be killed, dressed and sold at the 
highest prise possible, and the re 
turns made to the farmer Returns 
should be in the farmers' hands about 
three or four weeks after the chick 
ens are shipped. 

The Manitoba department of agrl- 
COltart’B recent efforts to assist the 
farmers in marketing their wool clip 
to advantage met with complete suc¬ 
cess. -and the department is urging 
all farmers interested In the produc¬ 
tion of better poultry to take advan¬ 
tage of tills new co-operative oppor¬ 
tunity. It Is desired to get the work 
well under way at once, and to that 
end farmers should write to the poul¬ 
try department of the college, as 
abwve stated, without delay.—Free 
Press.

We were unable 
to bring these guns away. then, owing 
to the nature of the ground, but were 
routed early the next morning to se¬ 
cure them. Our enemy had caught ue 
napping, and the guns were gone- 
Thls was such a hurried up Job that 
enormous quantities of ammunition 
were left All of these were blfM 
and the hundreds of wounded ahlmals 
lying around were killed 'for mercy's 
sake" 

It was slso at this memorable spot 
that Arabl's troops came down with 
an armored train and shelled our 
ramp, so early In the morning that 
we hadn't the sleep out of our eyes. 
Luckily for us. the bombardment went 
wide of our camp, but our poor little 
mules caught It. and our transport 
service was knocked completely out of 
Joint. We evened things up though 
snd “wiped a little off the slate” at 
Tekel Keblr. on the 12th, and had you 
been with Sir Gerald Graham’s bri¬ 
gade that morning (with the battalion 
of Royal Marinee) you would have

Giving an account of bis experi¬ 
ences In France, where for three 
months he had charge of the Gordon

Some people drew 
them as deeply religious, almost 
saints and others drew them as reck¬ 
less snd rollicking. The truth, as 
usual, lay between. Every evening the 
soldiers had a sing-song, when the pro 
gram consisted of such songs as 
"When Irish Eyes are Smiling,” 
' Keep the Home Fires Burning.’* 
"Here We Are. Here We Are Again.” 
and “A Little Child Shall Lead Them.** 
1 he chorus of the letter was general¬ 
ly sung with peculiar heartiness by 
the married men. H was not satis 
factory to know that In some camps 
70 per cent were murned men. There 
was extraordinary talent In Kitchen¬ 
er’s Army, and -there was never any 
difficulty In getting a pianist. At the 
Sunday evening services the favorite 
hymns sung were "Eternal Father, 
Strong to Save," “Hock of ’Ages,” ”0.

In all the clt.es ami towns of Fo- 
laud now under German occupation 
active tteps are being taken to Ger 
manixe them thoroughly. To tUls end 
all efforts are at present being direct¬ 
ed to have (he Germs* language »up- 
p.ant tue Hu- un. In Lodz, Warsaw 
and other towns all the Russian signs 
on the streets and in street cars and 
bus?* have been removed and Ger 
man signs pul In their places. In the 
restaurants uiid hotels all the menus 
are now printed In German, end the 
German language ia spoken where 
formerly the Russian prevailed. 

(beginning with the Orel week in 
October with the n-opening of the 
•< faOOlfl la Lodz and Waisaw the 
teaching of the German language prill 
be begun, with the object of bringing 
up the younger generation to speak 
German first and to Instil In them 
German kultur. In fuct. a wide¬ 
spread propaganda haa been organls 
ed by German off.rials for the elimina¬ 
tion of tiie Russian language entire¬ 
ly from the c< nquered sections of Po 
land

>f tiie Ukraine Volunteers, ' he writes, 
is Ural there are women soldiers 
unong them—women dressed In the 
regular uniform of the force, with a 
yellow-blue cockade on their c a pa¬ 
ths volunteer sign—some twenty In 
lumber, some of them wearing the 
Order 'For Valor,* and promoted to 
non comurlasioned rank. They perform 
the same duties as the men and are 
engaged la th» very same work at the 
.'root as their male colleagues, wa.k 
ibout with an air of sincerity, and 
carrv their rifles Just as the ordinary 
soldier does According to Interna 
ttonal law, they come Into the same 
category aa men armed and uniform¬ 
'd, and the Russians treat them ana 
egsrd them In the same way as we 
regard the Russian women fighting 
among their forces 

*T nave had a long conversation 
with ooe of these gtrl soldiers. Miss 
Sophie Haletcbko. She la u moat fem 
inlne, line faced, but delicately built 
ilrl of twenty-four, very earnest and 
pretty. She wears a shabby looking 
uniform— the three atari on her collar 
denote her rank as a sergeant She 
tells me that she has been fighting 
for a year now, feels perfectly fit and 
has only been 11^ for ulne days 

M 8be comes from Lemberg, and be 
fort tht war was a student In tho 
Graz University, where aht studied 
German and Slav philology. When the 
war broke out abe Joined tha Ukraine 
Volunteer*, for she thought everybody 
ought to go. She received her medal 
for cavalry patrol work, and her rauk 
was also given to her for patrol aer 
vices Around Huane village she auc 
'•ceded In slipping through the Rus 
slan lines with the cavalry patrol un 
der her command and brought Import¬ 
ant Information. At Synovodxko she 
was also In command of a patrol of 
luasars. and after this ahe received 
the medal. 

‘‘She tells me that her friend, who 
Jpln«-d the force with her, Mias Olemt 
\tepan1w. Is a prisoner of war In Ru# 
•la. She Is also a I^embcrg glil, nine 
teen years old. and she ws« one of the 
most gallant and brave soldiers In the 
force. A patrol commander also, and 
i sergeant, ahe haa had her decora¬ 
tion aa well. She covered the retreat 
of the others with a handful of men m 
llolechow until the Russians sur 
rounded them, and Then took them 
prisoners.”

Famous Palace of Vlllanov Despoiled 

by Berlin Museum Official 
The famous palace of Vlllanov, near 
Warsaw, has been despoiled of all ita 
treasures, not yackad by a mob of 
soldiers, but by » Berlin museum of 
ficl&l named Erdmann, with the sac- 
tion of the military governor. General 
von Boaeler. The palace, built In 167S 
to 1694, contained thousands of Polish 
rellce- Crate after crate wea sent 
away addreaeed to Berlin, packed 
with ancient armor, swords, personal 
effects of Jan III.. Turkish ttaga cap¬ 
tured during the Ottoman raid. Court 
correspondence between Austria and 
Poland during Jim's reign. Michael 
Angelo’s statuette of Moses, numerous 
porjralts of Polish Royalties and 
other notable pictures, parchments 
and books. Erdmann announced he 
Intended next to clear out Warsaw 
palace* and museums The Poles are 
infuriated, and Russians stigmatize 
this as one of tbe moat cold blooded 
thefts of ths war. 

Russian Fleet In Black Sea 
The special correspondent of the 
Paris Temps In Moscow, quoting from 
the Sebaatopol paper Rannieye Outro, 
states that in Russian aval circles 
the services of the Black Sea fleet 
during the year which has just elaps¬ 
ed, are highly appreciated. This fleet 
has, saya the Rannieye Outro. paralya- 
ed the activity of the enemy ships. 
It haa destroyed Turkish commerce, 
and demolished the two principal food 
and coal stores. Ercgli and Soung- 
ouldak. It haa frustrated all Turkish 
attempts to transport troops by way 
, of the sea to the Dardanelles or Cau 
casus cones. Furthermore, more than 
100 large transports and several hun¬ 
dred barges have been sunk causing 
great losses In war material to the 
Turka. If, concludes the Russian 
paper, the British navy haa brilliantly 
performed the difficult task of chasing 
the Germans out of European waters, 
the Russian fleet, on Its side, la with¬ 
out rival In the Black Sea. It has 
splendidly performed the task entrust¬ 
ed to It

I write this truer from one of the I 
British warships which the Germane 
declared they sank during one of the 
sfioountora which coat them eo dear 
ike admiral commanding It la re lot , 
mg Ue phaaee of the battle and show 
log me the parts of the teasel which 
were hit by (be enemy's piojectlles 
They only damaged the ship, and to¬ 
day It la completely repaired and 1 
ready for a freah BghL Around us 
la stationed under steam a wonderful 
fleet of the most formidable and 
inlghtieet units which prove to the 
world that Ureat Britain's naval re 
nown has lost nothing of Its legiu 
macy. 

It la a great object lesson for me 
to be able to contemplate—after see 
Ing the British army, which watches 
over a part of our northern front— 
the navy which assures the freedom 
of our communlcat.oua. the security 
of our coabis, and the final restore 
lion of Belgium to Independence and 
fullness of Its rights. 

How 1 wish 1 could tell everything. 
Unfortunately. I am bound to much 
reserve and dlrcumspocuon. But I 
need only hint, and what 1 must con 
ceal will be divined. 

It can no longer bn concealed that 
the number of German submarine* 
destroyed since the debut of tbiir op¬ 
erations Is very conslderab.e. 

One of the principal results of 
Orest Britain s mahtlraa action baa 
been to render ineffective the at¬ 
tempted blockade which the Germans, 
In defiance of the laws of war. Imag 
ined they could accomplish by em¬ 
ploying the most formidable naval 
weapon which science has plscod In 
their hands. All the precautions that 
long experience of the sea and Its 
battles could suggest have been taken 
Skill, boldness, courage and energy 
have met all tbe needs of the case As¬ 
suredly the submarines of Admiral 
Tlrpltx have nut exhausted tbe list of 
their exploits. They will continue to 
show In attackng warships an audac¬ 
ity which their enemies were the first 
to recognise. But their Impotence 
becomes manifest in crimes agaiuet 
private Individuate and the danger of 
their operations against themselves 
has lost much of Its importance. Their 
field of action Is limited, their power 
of destruction meets barriers. The 
loeses to which they expose them- 
selvM. an*: lhr»e already s ifiered, 
cannot indefinitely be made good. 

The spectacle of the land a(my 
crested by Lord Kitchener bed roused 
my admiration of the resource* and 
determination of the country which 
has Improvised It. The spectacle of 
Its naval forces, organised and led 
by sailors, who fire heirs of the most 
memorable traditions in history, con¬ 
firms my convictions that nothing will 
bring low or overcome the maritime 
effort of our mighty ally.—Stephen

The German aerial torpedo can, theor¬ 
etically, remain In the air for three 
hours, and can be controlled from 
distance of two miles. Both weapons 
are discharged from a tube like a mar 
me torpedo, but In the case of the 
German invention two propellers and 
two lifting acrews are automatically 
started at tbe moment of dtagliargo. 

l.u shape, this torpedo of the air, 
wh ch la bout seven feet long, re¬ 
semble* the submarine weapon. It la 
composed of two cases, the'outer of 
thin chrome nickel and the inner of 
material similar to that ustfd to Zep¬ 
pelins About one-sixth of the space 
at the rear la occupied by an electric 
accumulator at the bottom, and an 
'electric motor generator secured to 
the top Tbe machinery la controlled 
by Hertslan waves acting on tho 
Telefunken system of wireless, and it 
Is claimed that up to a distance of 
two miles the air torpedo can be 
altered at wllL 

The air torpedo ta Inflated with 
water gas and compressed gas, but 
aa lUia^Tfeavier than the air. two 
lifting screws work under the body 
to keep the torpedo In the air, while 
the motive power la supplied by pro¬ 
pellers. Both screws and propellers 
are connected with the same shaft, 
which runs through tbe body of lh« 
torpedo. 

When the air torpedo, after flying 
through the air. hovers Immediately 
over the selected target U Is made to 
assume a vertical position, the lifting 
horizontal screws and propellers sre 
stopped, and the torpedo dives to the 
ground, curryiug a large quantity of 
high explosive charg * at Its nose The 
charge explodes on contact like an or¬ 
dinary shell, and It la said that In two 
torpedoes there la sufficient explosive 
force to der.troy the Tower of London. 

Originally, these air torpedoe« were 
destined to be carried exclusively by 
Zeppelins, but owing to certain im¬ 
provements It has now been found 
they can be manipulated from war¬ 
ships According to Information. Ger¬ 
many purposes to use torpedoes of 
the air against the British fleet, and 
for that purpose small, swift craft, 
armed only with aerial torpedoes, are

Inquiries From Allies For Blankets, 
Overcoats, Etc. 

Inquiries are being made by the 
different nations of the allies, about 
the possibility of getting clothing, 
blankets, and other such equipment 
manufactured In Canada. The Can¬ 
adian mills are anxious to serve the 
Canadian government first and are 
at present busy with the home gov¬ 
ernment s orders. They will bo busy 
until December 1 on this. Then, 
however, they will be able to ma'.e 
stuff for other countries. Through the 
Textile Association an order for 100,- 
OOP blankets, worth probably 1300.- 
000. ha* been placed with Canadian 
mills for the British government 

Mr F. Barry Hayes of the Toronto 
Carpet Company has been negotiat¬ 
ing with the Russian government for 
an order for overcoating. There 
seema no doubt that big orders will 
come to Canadians from Russia 

It la understood from other sources 
that the Russian government has also 
ordered several million dollar*' worth 
of blankets. This order awaits the 
acceptance of the Cunadian mills. 
The Italian government la alto said to 
have otdered a million dollars worth.
